Rotation grazing 
is the best practice possible. When

“It would be a fine thing if 
you wculd publish the following 
article In The Comanche Chief,” 
* rites Dr. P. A. Spain of Paris, 
Texas, in a letter addressed to 
the lid.tor of The Chief. 
Dr. ' pain’s article, titled ”Tell 
the Truth To Old People” fol­ 
low*: 
Let’s all be honest and tell the 
truth to the old people of Texas. 
Previous to 1952, $35 million 
has been allotted by the Legis­ 
lature for the annual distribu­ 
tion of aid to the needy old peo­ 
ple of Tevas, It was stated at 
the time that there was $7 mil­ 
lion more in the treasury that 
had been collected by what was 
called the Omnibus Bill for the 
same purpose. 
When the regular session of 
the Legislature convened in 1952. 
a call was made to raise the $35 
million allotm ent to $42 million 
per year. A bill was passed to 
that effect, and it was to be 
voted on as an amendment to the 
Constitution at the regular Nov­ 
ember state election. Unfortun- 
1 ately the wording of the bill was 
not very definite as to meaning 
in some of its statem ents. This 
! allowed the opponents of the bill 
a charce to tell the old people 
that the bill was against their 
own interests, and this opposi­ 
tion led the friends of the meas­ 
ure, many 
of 
them, 
to 
vote 
against the amendment, and It 
was 
d efeated at the November 
election of 1952.

Then a call was made for an 
1 extra session of the Legislature 
in K53. At that special session, 
the question of increasing the 
I $35 million allotm ent to $42 mil­ 
lio n annually was raised again.

much 
discussion 
among 
legislators on several bills, the 
j Willis Bill was adopted amend- 
i ing the Constitution raising the 
$35 million allotment annually to 
$42 million. And this amendment 
iwas scheduled to be voted upon 
at the regular election of Sov. 2, 
11*54. Thus we will have that 
amendment to be voted on. If 
the opponents of this amendment 
put out propaganda against it, 
I plead with all friends of the 
old people to prepare themselves 
and vote for it regardless of any 
propaganda to the contrary.

stood in the treasury and could 
have been used has disappeared, 
having 
been 
allotted 
to other 
purposes. 
If

the allotment cannot be made 
until the next Legislature pro­ 
vides extra taxes to raise the $7 
million to be allotted. This will 
delay 
putting

the best we can do. 
In the past, the average sum 
of money rereived by old recip­ 
ients from State funds has been 
only a little over $11 monthly 
per head. The Willi* amendment, 
when put into effect, will raise 
the avr-age allotm ent to each 
person to about $13.

ing was held with the Upper Leon 
Soil Conservation District Boa*d 
of Supervisors at De Leon: and 
our la t meeting was hek’ at the 
Soda Springs Community the 20th 
of this month. 
The present status of our Rush 
Creek W itershed Project, as mo^t 
of you know, .shape up like this:
